U.S. Generation Gap Widens 


New survey finds the largest split on views in 40 years 


WASH I N GTO N I American adults from young 
to old disagree increasingly today on social 
values ranging from religion to relation- 
ships, creating the largest generation gap 
since divisions 40 years ago over Vietnam, 
civil rights and women’s liberation, 

A survey being released Monday by the 
Pew Research Center highlights a widening 
age divide after last November’s election, 
when 18- to 29-year-olds voted for Demo- 


crat Barack Obama by a 2-to-l ratio. 

Almost eight in 10 people believe there 
is a major difference in the point of view 
of younger people and older people today, 
according to the independent public opinion 
research group. That is the largest spread 
since 1969, when about 74 percent reported 
major differences in an era of generational 
conflicts over the Vietnam War, and civil 
and women’s rights. In contrast, just 60 per- 


cent in 1979 saw a generation gap. 

When asked to identify where older and 
younger people differ most, 47 percent said 
social values and morality. People age 18 to 
29 were more likely to report disagreements 
over lifestyle, views on family, relationships 
and dating, while older people cited differ- 
ences in a sense of entitlement. Also, about 
two-thirds of people 65 and older said reli- 
gion is very important to them, compared 
with just over half of those 30 to 49 and 44

Lawyer says singer 
never fully recovered 
from long court fight 

LOS ANGELES I Michael Jackson 
called his trial on child molesta- 
tion claims, “the hardest thing I’ve 
ever done in my life.” Acquitted of 
all charges by a jury but convicted 
by public opinion, he spent the rest 
of his life trying to recover from 
the ordeal. 

On many fronts, it was a los- 
ing battle. Late-night comedians 
derided him as a pedophile. Pros- 
ecutors who lost the case against 
him never accepted the jury ver- 
dict, and Jackson felt driven to give 
up his beloved Neverland Ranch 
and leave the country. 

This month, exactly four years 
after the verdict, the nation’s great- 
est pop star was on the verge of a 
comeback. His “This Is It” concert 
tour was to be his artistic rebirth, 
a vivid signal that he had at last 
recovered from the trial. 

But Thomas Mesereau Jr,, the 
lawyer who defended Jackson, said 
the star never fully recovered from 
the legal ordeal. 


“The jury said, 'not guilty,’ 14 
times,” Mesereau recalls. “You 
couldn’t have a verdict that got any 
closer to full vindication,” 

Mesereau said in an interview 
Saturday that the effort by pros- 
ecutors and many media outlets 


to demonize Jackson during the 
2005 trial took a physical and 
emotional toll on the already 
fragile defendant that was diffi- 
cult to erase. 

Jackson could have gotten 
nearly 20 years behind bars if con-

As Congress tackles that con- 
tentious issue, Obama’s left flank is 
beating up him and his allies over 
the effort to overhaul the costly 
and complex U.S. medical system. 
Moderate Democrats are looking 
to forge compromises to pass a 
measure; liberal critics are dug in 
over elements they want to see in 
any legislation.

Sanford considered 
resigning last week 
after admitting affair 

SULLIVAN’S ISLAND, S.C. I South 
Carolina Gov. Mark Sanford 
considered resigning from office 
after his extramarital affair came 
to light, the Republican revealed 
Sunday in an exclusive interview 
with The Associated Press. 

But Sanford, who hasn’t spoken 
publicly since Friday, said he spoke 
with close spiritual and political 
associates who advised him to fight 
to restore the public’s — and his 
family’s — trust in him. 

“Resigning would be the easi- 
est thing to do,” he said. 

Sanford spoke outside his 
coastal home on Sullivan’s Island. 
Wearing frayed khaki shorts and 


a T-shirt, he talked about “walk- 
ing into the legislative term with 
a humble spirit.” 

“I have to go through that voy- 
age over the next 18 months,” he 
said, alluding to the time left in 
his second term. 

The governor admitted last 
week to a yearlong affair with 
a woman in Argentina. Some 
lawmakers are calling for him 
to resign because he used public 
money to see the mistress during 
one trip, and because he was out 
of touch with his staff during his 
recent weeklong tryst. 

Sanford said he is working on 
his relationship with his wife.

Leader pledges to stay 
in power after turmoU 
caused by referendum 

TEGUCIGALPA, HONDURAS I Soldiers 
ousted the democratically elected 
president of Honduras on Sunday, 
and Congress named a successor, 
but the leftist ally of Venezuelan 
President Hugo Chavez denounced 
what he called an illegal coup and 
vowed to stay in 
power. 

The first mil- 
itary takeover of 
a Central Ameri- 
can government 
in 16 years drew 
widespread con- 
demnation from 
governments in Latin America 
and the world, and Chavez vowed 
to overthrow the country’s appar- 
ent new leader. 

President Manuel Zelaya was 
awakened Sunday by gunfire and 
detained while still in his paja- 
mas, hours before an unpopular 
constitutional referendum many 
saw as a power grab. An air force 
plane flew him into forced exile 


in Costa Rica as armored military 
vehicles with machine guns rolled 
through the streets of the Hondu- 
ran capital and soldiers seized the 
national palace. 

“I want to return to my coun- 
try,” Zelaya said in Costa Rica. “I 
am president of Honduras.” 


Congress voted to accept what 
it said was Zelaya’s letter of res- 
ignation, with even Zelaya’s for- 
mer allies turning against him. 
Congressional leader Roberto 
Micheletti was sworn in to serve 
until Jan, 27, when Zelaya’s term 
ends. Micheletti belongs to Zela- 


ya’s Liberal Party but opposed the 
president in the referendum. 

“My slogan will be the rec- 
onciliation of the grand family 
of Hondurans,” Micheletti said 
after Congress gave the military

New Clashes Erupt in Iran’s Capital 


Riot police use tear 
gas, clubs to break up 
3,000 demonstrators 

Several thousand protesters — 
some chanting, “Where is my 
vote?” — clashed with riot police 
in Tehran on Sunday as Iran 
detained local employees of the 
British Embassy, escalating the 
regime’s standoff with the West 
and earning it a stinging rebuke 
from the European Union, 


Witnesses said riot police used 
tear gas and clubs to break up 
a crowd of up to 3,000 protest- 
ers who had gathered near north 
Tehran’s Ghoba Mosque in the 
country’s first major post-election 
unrest in four days. 

Some described scenes of bru- 
tality, telling The Associated Press 
that some protesters suffered bro- 
ken bones and alleging that police 
beat an elderly woman, prompting 
a screaming match with demon- 
strators who then fought back.

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | Kneeling 
in the hot morning sun, a few men 
carefully poke and prod at the 
baked earth on the outskirts of the 
Afghan capital. As cars and trucks 
drive past just a few yards away, 
one man unearths a deadly mine 
and puts explosives on it. 

The mine blows up with a loud 
thud.

Afghanistan has cleared two- 
thirds of the country of deadly 
mines over the past two decades 
and had hoped to get rid of the rest 
by 2013.

More women turn 
to agriculture as a job, 
environmental outlet 

Julie Stinar once worked with 
some of the top names in fashion: 
Donna Karan, Giorgio Armani, 
Tracy Reese. 

Now she works with some com- 
pletely different brand names: Cor- 
nish and Poulet Rouge chickens, 
and Red Devon cattle. 

Stinar is the owner of Evensong 
Farm in Sharpsburg, Md., and an 
example of the changing face of 
American farming. 

Women always played impor- 
tant roles on the family farm. They 
kept the books, milked the cows 
and fed the children, often jug- 
gling another part-time job while 
the men worked the fields. Some- 
times, they ran the farm after their 
husbands or fathers died. 

But increasingly, women such 
as Stinar are turning to farming 
on their own. According to the 
2007 U.S. Census of Agriculture 
released this year, more than one 
in every 10 U.S. farms is run by a 
woman. In Maryland, the number 


of farms for which a woman is the 
principal operator jumped 16 per- 
cent between 2002 and 2007. In 
Virginia, the number of female-run 
farms also grew by 16 percent. 

While men tend to run larger 
farms focused on such commod- 
ity crops as soybeans and wheat, 
women tend to run smaller, more 
specialized enterprises selling

heirloom tomatoes and grass-fed 
beef to well-heeled, eco-conscious 
consumers. 

For her part, Stinar always 
loved the country. After the birth 
of her son, she and her husband 
bought the 132-acre spread in 
rural Washington County that 
would eventually become Even- 
song Farm. 

Once a week, she drives to the 
Saturday farmers market in Silver 
Spring, where she sells an assort- 
ment of vegetables, herbs and eggs. 
Stinar chats easily with custom- 
ers, and her passion for her work 
is evident as she bags fresh kale 
and offers samples of the spicy 
greens. 

“It’s a great feeling to be able 
to grow food and to be able to 
share it with people,” she said. 
“Being outside, growing food 
— it’s just a great way to live.”

ROLES I “Baleheads,” or anyone 
who loves watching worthy perfor- 
mances, can get a double dose of 
Christian Bale this summer. 

As John Connor in the rebooted 
“Terminator Salvation,” the Welsh 
actor is saving mankind from the 
destruction of deadly machines. 
He plays a hero of another sort in 
“Public Enemies” (out Wednesday): 
1930s G-man Melvin Purvis, who’s 
on the trail of notorious gangster 
John Dillinger. 

If the name doesn’t ring a bell, 
you can thank J, Edgar Hoover, the 
once-powerful head of the EBI and 
Purvis’ boss, who went out of his 
way to erase the dedicated lawman 
from the annals of history after 
the two had a falling out. 

“At the time, [Purvis] fasci- 
nated the public in exactly the 
same way that Dillinger fascinat- 
ed them,” says Bale. “He was also, 
and remains to this day, the most 
successful agent in taking down 
public enemies. But his part in the 
history of the EBI has been almost 
entirely erased because Hoover 
had a vendetta against him. That 
may be why many people haven’t 
heard of Purvis.” 

Bale spent a great deal of time 
and effort researching his charac- 
ter for “Public Enemies,” going so 
far as to visit Purvis’ hometown 
of Timmons ville, S.C., and meet- 


ing with his friends and family 
members. 

“I was regaled with so many 
stories about Melvin,” he says. “I 
came to be charmed by him and I 
came to like him very much,” 

Mostly, according to Bale, 
Purvis refused to compromise 
his morals, questioning EBI-sup- 
ported tactics. 

Johnny Depp plays John 
Dillinger, the charismatic and elu- 
sive gangster who robbed banks 
throughout the Midwest in the 
1930s, making off with millions

of dollars. It was the time of the 
Great Depression and widespread 
anger directed at bankers. A dis- 
tressed public wanted a hero and 
latched onto sensational stories 
about daring robbers. 

After successfully tracking 


down wanted criminal “Pretty 
Boy” Eloyd, Purvis was hand- 
picked by Hoover (played by Billy 
Crudup) to bring in Dillinger, dead 
or alive. 

“Public Enemies” is mostly a 
game of cat and mouse, with Pur- 
vis in constant pursuit of Dillinger, 
Bale has only a couple of scenes 
with Depp, and only one where 
they interact with dialogue. 

“Johnny’s a very unique actor,” 
Bale says. “He does an extraordi- 
nary job here with Dillinger.” angela

AWARDS I Academy Awards orga- 
nizers say they will give out no 
Oscar for best song next year if 
none of the tunes is considered 
good enough. 

Rules for the 82nd Oscar 
show next March will require 
that at least one song must 
achieve a minimum score of 
8.25 on a scale of 6 to 10 in vot- 
ing by members of the academy’s 
music branch. 

If no song scores that well, 
there will be no best-song Oscar 
awarded. If only one song reach- 
es that score, then it and the tune 
with the next-highest score will 
be the category’s two nominees. 
The number of nominees in the 
category can range from two to 
five, depending on how many hit 
the minimum score. 

The academy also is moving 
its honorary Oscar awards to a 
separate presentation in Novem-

The Heat Is On for Spies 



The Spy Museum’s 
newest adventure 
takes you outside 
and into the summer 

MUSEUMS I Museums are a sum- 
mer staple, even for non-tourists, 
if only because you can hang out 
for hours and know that someone 
else is paying for the air condi- 
tioning, So, when we heard about 
a new outdoor component to the 
International Spy Museum, we 
were skeptical. 

Spy in the City, which opened 
in mid-June, is the first of a 
planned series of outdoor “mis- 
sions.” Here’s how it works: You 
pick up a GPS device with a 
screen, some headphones and 
various important-looking but- 
tons — let very young children 
share with an adult. You go out- 
side the museum and the device 
tells you where to go and what to 
look for to solve the mystery. 

The 90 -minute adventure is 
well- constructed — certainly eas- 


ier for natives than for tourists, 
who will walk the wrong way look- 
ing for Ford’s Theatre, but not so 
easy that you won’t have fun. 

Surprisingly, running around 
Penn Quarter with little electron- 
ic devices attracts a lot of atten- 
tion, including that of a friendly 


FBI policeman who opined, “I bet 
I’d be good at that!” One warn- 
ing: Though generally you col- 
lect clues from your surround- 
ings, there is one semi-obscure 
piece of trivia you just have to 
know. But if you guess wrong 
enough times, the device gives 


you hints that enable you to fin- 
ish the game. 

The adventure is more excit- 
ing than anything inside a muse- 
um can be, because nothing can 
control the unpredictability of 
the city. When you need to look 
at a monument and there hap- 
pens to be a crazy man stand- 
ing on it, screaming at you about 
damnation — well, you just have 
to adapt. 

The museum plans to follow 
this up with two more outdoor 
missions (one shorter, one longer) 
in the coming months. For now, 
each GPS device you rent costs $14 
— but you can share! And there’s 
a discount if you choose to take 
the adventure and buy admission 
to the museum at the same time. 
Yes, we know: Paying for a muse- 
um goes against everything peo- 
ple in this area stand for. Tough,

Tweet Gone Bad

Guatemalan man is 
one of first arrested 
for Twitter comments 

ILLEGAL I Jean Anieu was so fed 
up with corruption in his coun- 
try that he decided to vent on the 
Internet, sending a 9 6- character 
message on the social-networking 
site Twitter, 

That message has now earned 
him a potential five-year prison 
sentence and the unfortunate 
distinction of becoming one of 
the first people in the world to 
be arrested for a tweet. 

Writing under his Internet 
alias, “jeanfer,” Anieu urged 
depositors to pull their money 
from Guatemala’s rural develop- 
ment bank, whose management 
has been challenged in a politi- 
cal scandal: “First concrete action 
should be take cash out of Ban- 
rural and bankrupt the bank of 
the corrupt.” 

These words illegally under- 
mined public trust in Guatema- 
la’s banking system, said prosecu- 
tor Genaro Pacheco. Authorities 
proved Anieu sent the message 
by searching his Guatemala City 
home, and then put him in prison 
with kidnappers, extortionists and 
other dangerous criminals for a 


day and a half before letting him 
out on bail. 

Anleu’s lawyer, Jose Toledo, 
thinks the government wants to 
make an example of him, 

“Clearly, the message was: 
Watch out, any of you guys that 
want to post messages — this can 
happen to you,”’ Toledo said. 

Guatemala, whose democracy 
is still emerging from a genocidal 
civil war, isn’t the only govern- 
ment concerned about the poten- 
tial of lightning-fast tweets to 


spread stinging words. 

More recently, Iran has shown 
its determination to clamp down 
on huge protests about its disput- 
ed presidential election, banning 
firsthand reporting by interna- 
tional journalists and blocking 
access inside the country to Web 
sites such as Twitter and Face- 
book, and many sites linked to 
the political opposition. Text 
messaging has been blacked out, 
and cell phone service in Tehran 
is frequently down, (ap)
